Labor unions and other organisa:

Bu 
like other good things, labor unions 
are subject to abuse and their powers 
and privileges have been abused at 
times in the past by thoughtless and 
irresponsible men who sought to 
lead labor into impossible and Im- 
Practical demands, utterly opposed 
to the general good of society and 
subversive of what is best even for 
the workers themselves. 

Labor organizations should select 
for thelr leaders level-headed men, 
not visionaries or loud-mouthed agi- 
tators. They should strive to secure 
their alms by peaceable and progres- 
sive advancement, by evolution 
rather than revolution, by concilla- 
tion and mutual agreement and by 
the methods of _reasonable men 
rather than by destructive movements 
to disorganise industry and cause 
loss to property. 

Unions should alm to increase the 
efficiency of workers and not attempt 
to strangle ambition, Mmit the oat- 
put or create a uniform but deadly 
mediocrity.

Always Optimistic 
in Spring Out West 


WINNIPEG, May 4.—An optimis- 
tic view of seeding prospects In the 
province of Manitoba and the west 
generally was expressed by T. J. 
Harrison, professor of field hus- 
bandry, Manitoba Agricultural col- 
lege. 

“The recent wet and cold weather 
may hold up seeding to some ex- 
tent, particularly in the east, but 
in the west it is exactly what is 
meeded and it will put the ground 
in first-class condition,” said Prof. 

‘Generally speaking the 
ground is in excellent shape for 
germination and farmers throughout

Sometimes 
when seeding is late after a wet 
spring, the grain grows all thé faster 
because of the unusual amount of 
mofsture in the ground, and there is

LONDON, May 7.—Important. re- 
sults have attended the visit of 
Winston Spencer Churchill, Secre- 
tary of States for the Colonies, to 
the Middle East, says the Daily 
Sketch. That newspaper printed 
what purported to be an outline of 
thelBritish policy to be pursued in 
Mesopotamia in future, This policy 
has not as yet been officially reveal- 
ed, but the newspaper asserts it has 
excellent authority for its state- 
ments. * 

“Formation of-a series of. Arab 
States," the newspaper said, “is a 
part of the Government's plans. This 
would secure a new overland aerial 
route to Indla under British protec- 
tion. Mesopotamia Is to become the 
great depot and training ground for 
military aviators in the service of 
the British Empire." * 

It is further asserted that Prince 
Felsal, son of the King of Hedjaz, 
will become the first Sherlfian ruler 
of the country, his position being 
tantamount to that of King in Meso- 
potamia. The British garrison will 
be reduced to a iIlttie more than 
twenty battalions and even this 
force will be later cut down to 
twelve battalians. In future, the 
newspaper asserts, permanent con- 
trol of Mesopotamia will be placed in 
the hands of the Royal Air Force.

On a large proportion of Canadian 
farms uncleaned or improperly clean- 
ed seed is sown. ‘There is no ercuse 
for sowing 20 much dirty and poorly 
graded seed. The fanning and grad- 
ing can be done in the slack time 
and well ahead of the busy spring 
seeding. This grading would not add 
to the cost.of production of the crop 
and the larger -yield secured would 
substantially increase or, in many 
Instances, double the net profit. Ex- 
periments conducted with oats at 
Guelph over a period of seven years 
showed the following results: Large 
seed, 62 bushels per acre;. medium 
seed, 4 bushels: per acre, small seed, 
47 bushels per acre. 

Similar’ Experiments with wheat, 
barley, rye and peas gave much the 
same results in each case. The 
small, sbranken and split kernels 
are much more valuable for fded 
than for seel. Another great ad- 
vantage obtained by fanning and 
Grading the grain for seed ts that 
weed seeds are-cleaned out. One 
way to prevent having weedy crops 
is to sow seed grain free and from 
weed seeds. One weed seed sown 
may man thousands of weed seeds 
produced in the next crop, Many of 
our worst weeds produce thousands 
of seeds per plant.

Obituary 


MATURA J. CRONE. 
Matura J. Cronk, who has saffer- 
ed greatly since she had a second 


\ stroke about a month ago, passed 


away quietly on Saturday night, and 
‘was buried at Wellington cemetery 
on Monday afternoon: She “was a 
native of Prince Edward County, and 


-| was in her 67th year. 


She was not always blind, as she 
had partial sight as a child, but, 
owing to some accident, she became _/ 
totally blind.” She was one of the 
first pupils to attend the Institute 
for the Blind when it was opened at 
Brantford in 1872. She afterwards 
became a tutor there, and held that 
position until she fell sick in Nov. 
1918: She was remarkably clever 
with her fingers and specialized in 
bead work and kitting. Among 
other interesting articles she made 
was a tea service with coloured 
beads which was exhibited at the 
Colonial Exhibition at* Paris miny 
years ago. 

Matura Cronk was also an accom- _ 
plished musician, and was clever at 
reading and writing in what is | 
known as the New York point, print 
method, but at the time she fell sick 
she was learning the English method - 
in Brail, with a view to teaching this 
method, 

She lived a consistent and exem- 
plary fe and was a member of the 
Brant Avenue Methodist Church, 
Brantford. Like her, brother, Free- 
man, who fs also blind, she was smart 
at getting about independantly, and 
was able to act as guide to visitors 
to the School for the Blind... Her 
brother Freeman and’ sister, Nettie, 
were joined by many relatives and 
friends at the funeral, which was 
conducted by Rev. J. U. Robins.

WHY NOT CENSOR EVERYTHING?

Civilization is.on its last’ legs. To 
no other conclusion can one come 
after learning of the number of evils 
that are eating into its very vitals. 
No meeting is 2 success nowadays 
unless there is a motion drawing 
attention to one or other of civiliza- 
tion’s incurable maladies. 

The wonder grows how civilization 
survives at all with men smoking 
cigarettes and women wearing short 
skirts, and children going to moving 
picture shows. And the horror of it 
is that, though earnest uplifters pelt 
these menaces with all sorts of reso- 
lutions, they keep right on gnawing 
at the innards of society. 

It seems a hopeless, task, for even 
if men abandoned their “fags” and 
women amplified their costumes, 
there .would . still be battalions of 
other plagues to be driven’off—some 
even worse than those which have 
been occupying the centre of the 
stage of late. 

Foy instance, Alderman Baker has 
been sitting up with the sick patient, 
and makes this gloomy report to 
Ward Eight Ratepayets’ Association:

I hear officially that it is extremely 
unitkely that R-38, the great airship 
that Is to be taken over by the United 
States’ on its completion, will fly 
straight from England to California, 
as has been rumored. R-38 fs now 
being built at Bedford. When she 
is Snished, in another month or two, 
the usual trials and tests will be 
carried out by British experts, after 
which she will be handed over to the 
American naval aviation officers. 

Either in July or August she will! 
make the filght to America, and will 
land either in New Jersey or Dela- 
ware, After that she may possibly 
make the flight to California, but 
nothing is yet decided. Commander 
L: H. Maxfield will be in charge of 
the ship on her filght home. He and 
his officers are at present in charge 
of R-32, the sister ship of the un- 
fortunate R-34 for training purposes 

R-38, which is being built as a 
warship, will be the ‘biggest alrahip 
in the world—nearly. 700 feet long 
and with a cuble capacity of 2% 
million feet and a maximum speed 
of 70 miles. She will be about 60 
feet longer that the R:34 and: three- 
Auarters of a million cubic feet’ big- 
ger, and of considerably higher speed.

“Human Pack: Horse” of Con- 
stantinople Tells How He’s 
Stood It so Long 


HARD WORK; G00D FOOD 


Lots of Things he Doesn’t do 
. or Eat and he Pins Faith 
: to Water 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 16.— 
Zora, the “human pack horse,” who 
claims to be 4$7 years old and still 
can carry 200 pounds with ease, at- 
tributes his long Hfe and health to 
hard work and proper diet. He has 
always been a carrier of heavy 
weights. ‘ 

His rules of health are: Hard work 
sleep. cold baths at night. no tobacco 
no alcohol, no coffée, no meat, no 
oils, no butter, no drinking water 
but plenty of hot ,tea, honey, sugar, 
cakes, bread “and cheese, particular 
ly buttermilk or clabber. Every five 
‘yeare he takes a three months’ rest 
in ‘his native home In the country. 

Whatever his age, Zora is a picture 
‘of health and physical vigor, mental- 
ly alert, benign, and. frequently 
blessing the curious American sail- 
ors who visit him at his favorite cafe 
on the Galata waterfront. 

Worked There 80 Years. 

He is five feet ten inches tall, 
deep breasted, and has the carriage 
of a sheik. He Is almost bald, his face 
ts long and covered with a shiny nut- 
brown skin. So 

His eyesight and memory are good 
and he recalls the days when the 
Yirst steamship came to Constantin- 
ople. He says he worked as a pea- 
sant at Bitlis until the age of 37 when 
he came to Constantinople to work 
at the Turkish Arsenal and that he 
worked there for 80 years. ; 

Zora has been married four times. 
All of bis wives are dead and all but 
two of his children. His son, Osman, 
aged 97, being in poor health, re- 
ceauly returned to Bitlis. His daugh- 
ter, Goull Hanem, aged 60, is mar- 
ried and healthy. Zora's father died 
at-the age of 76 and his mother at 
the age of 83. — 

Why He's Not Rich. 

Zora isn’t rich because of so many 
expenses in caring for his family. He 
lives in a Kurd-klan where he pays a 
dollar and a half a month for a place 
to sleep and hot. water to make his 
tea.

How. Other Cities Handle. Problem 


Min Is one of the most important; 
of human foods, if'not the most Im- 
one of the most frequent causes of 
death: For »in the city of 
New York in the year 1891 an aver- 
age of 240 children under the age of 
one year died to every 1000 birtha— 
the majority of them traceable to 
impure milk. The city of New York, 
by ‘taking stringent precautions in 
reference to its milk supply, has been 
able to reduce that disgraceful death 
rate from 240 per thousand in 1891 
to 86 per thousand in the year-1820. 

The Rural Relations Committee of 
the Belléville Chamber of Commerce 
has-been making an exhaustive in- 
vestigation into the ‘possibilities of 
an improved milk supply for the city 
of* Belleville and they have collected 
much interesting and Valuablé in- 
formation. 

The milk usually sold in Belleville 

aay oF inay.not be dangerous, it may 
or may not be dirty, it mayor may 
not be contaminated, it may or may 
rot be low in quality or adulterated. 
Nobody. knows except the imperfect 
and inconclusive fthformation that 
comes from those who use it. Tests 
are made on the average of about 
once a year in regard to butter fat 
and the existence of visible or sus- 
pected impurities. We have no in- 
spection of dairies, no inspection of 
the stables from which the milk is at 
first secured; no tubureulin tests’ for 
the cattle that compose tka dairy 
herds. Only a smal! proportion of 
the milk sold locally is pasteurised.

BROUGHT JOY TO ROOSEVELT 


Companion Tells of Colonel’s Jey in 
Untooked-For Discovery in the 
.: Bird World. 

Roosevelt's Intense engerness over 
any new discovery In the bird wortd 
ts Interestingly described by John SL 
Parker, who once entertalned the col- 
onel ons camping trip-along the Guif 
coaet of Mississippi and Louisiana. 
One day they discovered’ one of thone 
queer birds known as the bull bat, and 
the colonel was greatly excited about 
it. Here“is the way that Mr. Parker 
describes the incident: 

“One day my sons were runalng 
around ona little island, and presently 
began waving for us to come over. 
We immediately answered. When we 
got close to them' we saw them point- 
Ing to a bird on the ground. blended 
So well with oyster shells and debris 
that it was almost invisible unless you" 
watched closely. They motioned to 
the colonel to step up to the bird, and 
ag he did so It flew off the nést, fut- 
tering along the way as a great many 
birds do, simulating being badly 
‘wounded or crippled in order to lead 
us away from its nest. It was a bull 
bat, or night hawk, and ae the col- 
onel glanced at the nest be remarked;

of young ones, which were now flying 
around the yard. He immediately ask- 
ed me whether I had ever investigated 
the nest carefully myself. I told him 
no and asked why. He stated that he 
bad never found a single nest of a 
crested fly catcher that did: not have 
in It a shed skin of a snake. and said 
that he would like very much to see 
whether thie nest 'way down on the 
Gulf of Mexico could be an exception. 
We got a Indder and I took the 

out. Instead of having one skin in It, 
there were two,‘to bis very great de 
Nght-and joy.”"—Tulsa World.

Nothing. fits In 
better than a patch of rape sown at 
the proper timé. so as to be ready 
for pasture when the lambs are 
weaned. Care should be exercised 
In ‘turning the lambs on the fresh 
rape to ayvold bloating and probable 
death. Turn them in during the mid- 
dle of the day when’ the rape leaves 
are absolutely dry and allow them to 
become accustomed to the change. 
A field of grass adjoining the rape 

ure will give better resulta than 
the Tape alone. If no rape is avail- 
able fresh clover seeding ort second 
growth clover will give satisfactory 
results. In addition to pasture a 
feed of grain once a day will push 
the lamba along to @ good finish. At 
no time should It be necessary to feed 
over one-half pound of grain per day 
to each lamb while on pasture. 

Frequent change of pasture is 

beneficial: to, and relished by, all 
classes of stock, and this applies with 
special emphasis to the case of 
sahecp. it fs true for two reasons. 
Sheép are subject to parasitic dis 
easea which may be prevented to a 
large extent by oot pasturing on any 
one area for too great a length of 
time. In addition to this they are 
possibly. more faatidious udout their 
food than are some other farm ani- 
mals. It Is not practicable on ant | 
farm to arrange for. a succession of 
pastures during the rrazing season. 
However, the same area will sustaio 
considerable mora aheep if such an 
arrangement {s feasible. Rye sown 
carly in the fall furnishes a good deal 
of pasture fn,the late fall and early 
spring. After-the rye in eaten- off 
in the spring rape may_be sown oa 
this land and wiH come along for 
pasture in June or July. Alfalfa and 
red clover arg satisfactory pasture 
crops and. will serve until the rape 
is ready. An annual pasture consist- 
lug of-one bushel each of wheat, oats 
and. barley together with elght 
pounds of red clover provides a good 
pasture for the carly  suinmer 
months, and the clover coming along 
in the autumn will give a nice pick- 
ing.

NEW GOLF RULES DECIDE 
* AS TO UNPLAYABLE BALLS 


LONDON, May 18.—Freak golf 
clubs, such as “grooved,” and “‘slot- 
ted,” probably will be barred on 
British courses In the near future, 
according to a statement issued by 
the secretary of the Rules of Golf 
Committee. 

Many members of the committee 
are said to be against the use of these 
clubs and the action Is contemplated, 
it continues, “as they understand 
that the executive committee of the 


United States Golf Association adopt , 


a similar attitude.” The secretary 
adds that no action % Intended until 
after the amateur and open cham- 
pionships have been played. 

The Rules of Golf committee of the 
| Royal and Ancient Golf Club, carry- 
jing out the decision reached at the 
autumn meeting of the club, have 
issued their revision of the rules, 
which came into operation on May 

1. 

Among the most important altera- 
tions is that referring to the sections 
dealing with out-of-bounds and -the 

{lost and unplayable ball. After May 
{1. “ff a ball lost (except in water or 
casual water) or be deemed by the 
player to be unplayable, the player 
shall play his next stroke as nearly 
as possible at the spot from which 
the ball which is lost or unplayable 
was played, adding a penalty stroke 
to the score for the hole. If the 
stroke was played from the teeing- 
ground, a ball may be teed; in all 
other cases a ball] shall be dropped.”’ 

The penalty for a ball out of 
bounds Is to be the same as in the 
case of a lost or unplayable ball, but 
“the penalty stroke may be remitted 
by local rule." The rule farther 


@ 


states that ‘a player may stand out 
of bounds to play a ball lying within 
bounds.”

A great mistake was made in the 
older “parts of Ontario.when practi- 
cally all the trees were cut down, 
thus leaving no shade for cattle and 
other live stock. This is being rewe- 
died to some extent by the planting 
‘of trees along roadsides, lanes, and | 
line fences where the trees wil! not 
interfere with the crops But it takes 
a long time for trees to grow into a 
sise which will provide much shade. 

When the late Prof. Brown was in 
charge of the O. A. College farm and 
live stock, he planted small groves of 
trees on various parts of the College 
farm, and no more pleasant sight 
may be seen than that of the College 
herd lying ia the shade among these 
trees on a hot day. These groves 
make the felds where located rather 
awkward to work, but the eattle cer- 
tainly enjoy themselves among the 
trees. On a live stock aod dairy farm, 
while it may not be advisable to plant 
trees in the middle of a field, it cer- 
tainly will pay to have them in as 
many places as possible, where they 
do not interfere withthe working of

‘oronto, Montreal ‘and: New 
York Have Fast Time—Many 
Other Plates Vot Vote it Down 


* TORONTO, . May | May 20—Analysis of 
Canada’s twuch-muddied civic ‘time 
systems reveals many pecallar situ- 
ations. The local option method as 
applied. to. daylight saving has pro- 
fluced, through @ sort of patchwork 
process, a veritable crazy" quilt of 
time areas. The result discloses 
some method in the madness of that 
frale citizen who vehemently de- 
clared that the Federal Govt. shoald 
make it a criminal offence for any 
eity council to interfere with “God's 
time’ by the iatroduction of day- 
light saving ordinances. 

The Quebec Legislature having 
teken the time bull by the horns 
and made daylight saving a provin- 
clal measure, there is in that pror- 
ince general uniformity of time, so 
far as the big citles are concerned. 
The cities of Halifax and Sydney, 
Nova Scotia, are also on daylight say 
ing time and St, John and Frederic- 
ton, N. B., will adopt it on Saturday 
mext. Apparently, in Quebec and 
the Maritimes the daylight savers 
hold the majority of the cities. When 
it Is noon in Montreal it is.1 p.m. 
in:the Maritime cities. There is the 
same difference in time under the 
standard system. 

It is the populgr province of On- 
tario where: the discrepancies are 
most awkward provincially. King- 
ston and Ottawa have put their 
clocks ahead one hour; Peterboro 
and other eastern Ontario cities have! 
jot. Toronto also has daylight

Mrs. Flora Macdonald Denison, or- 
ganizer and former president. of the 
Canadian ‘Suffrage Association, 
founder of the Whitman Fellowship 
for Canada, and widely known writ- 
er and lecturer who died in Toronto 


on Monday, was a member of a pro- 
minent Belleville family and daugh- 
ter of the late Mr. and Mra. George 
Merrill of this city. Mrs. Denison 
spent the greater part of her life in 
Toront® where she was identified 
with many prominent movenients.

SHARKS AS VICTIMS, NOT 
PROFITEERS, IN THIS GAME 


ICTORIA, B.C., May -28.—With 
the supply of raw material un- 
limited. an industry new to this coun- 
try is flourishing at Parker Island, 
between Galiano and Mayne Islands 
on the Gulf of Georgia. It is the 


week's catch at the beginning of May 
ran to eighty, with an average weight 
of over a ton each. The work is 
being carried on by the Anglo-Brit- 
ish Canadian Company. Mr. Nelson 
Macdonald, of this clty, who operated 
the first shark-catching machinery 
on the island, declares there will 
never be a shortage as there are mil- 
lions in the waters surrounding the 
island. . “In fact the further north 
you go the more sharks. you will find 
and from here to Alaska are their 
feeding grounds.” Mr, Macdonald 
said. ‘Taking them from the bot- 
tom of the sea Is automatic. Nor- 
way has a hundred of such industries. 
The only real hook for catching them, 
which works on a swivel, comes 
from there and the so-called cod- 
liver ofl, which invades the markets 
of the world, is really shark-liver 
oll, manufactured in Norway.” 
Nothing is wasted in a shark plant. 


There is no finer fish-meat than that 


made from the bodies of the sharks. 
As a fertilizer it is superior to dog 
fish. The head of the shark is full 
of glue of a highly valuable quality 
and the fins are a much-prized Chin- 
ese food delicacy,Orientals here pay- 
ing as much as $3 a pound for it 
The liver content runs from 60 to 70 
percent. of finest ofl of which about 
10 per cent. is glycerine. - Shark’s 
teeth are in demand in many. parts 
of the world and fetch a high price 
for the manufacture of ornaments. 
What bones there are,. and they are 
few, go into the fertilizer part of 
the industry. 

The greatest Interest in this new 
industry is being manifested in the 
manufacture of hides. — Several 
American companies have been form- 
ed and much excellent research 
work {is being done at present. A 
Seattle company is making very 
rapid progress, although they have 
not yet arrived at a commercial pay- 
ing basis.. The shark hides run from 


an inch in thickness to the consistency, 


of paper in the baby shark. Samples 
retently exhibited here to a number 
of local business men included soles 
for boots‘ and leath for, the finest 
“sued *shoes. for. women’s— wear. 
There was also a black “‘pigmented” 
proddce which would. make a: club 
bag that would last a lifetime. In 
Seattle they are manufacturing hip- 
boots from shark hides and they ere 
declared to be completely waterproof. 
It takes fifteen days of specialize 
process to turn out these. leathers whd 
some six months’ treatment to pra- 
pare sole leather for the market. - 
Mr. Macdonald predicts that the 
time .will come, when.
